Calgary>Herald: Dr. G. D. Stanley, 
of Calgary, has been talking at an 
Edmonton convention in favor of pro¬ 
vincial control of all hospitals with 
imposition of a health tax to take care 
of part of the operating expense. 
Doctor Stanley would have the gov¬ 
ernment build hospitals in outlying 
districts to meet the needs of all those 
who are now too far away to be at¬ 
tended to in hospitals already in exis¬ 
tence. In the matter of hospital or¬ 
ganization Dr. Stanley must be re¬ 
garded as an idealist. No one will 
quarrel with his ideas, but at the mo¬ 
ment it will be agreed by practical 
men and women that he is talking 
away ahead of his time and age. There 
is no provirice in the Dominion that 
The Herald knows of that indulges in 
provincial hospital organization and 
so far as Alberta is concerned the 
idea, while delightful to contemplate 
as a possibility of the future, is sim¬ 
ply impossible now. Ratepayers of 
Calgary are well aware just what 
municipal hospital control means in 
the way of expenditure for this city. 
It is one of the heaviest levies appear¬ 
ing in the annual tax roll. There is 
no particular objection to it because 
we are pretty well, accustomed to the 
idea. But were the idea to be extend¬ 
ed to the province and the citizens 
called upon to pay their share of the 
provincial hospital levy on a system 
where every person in the province 
was to be given hospital attention as 
needed, there would be immediate and 
justifiable objection. It is altogether 
too expensive a suggestion consider¬ 
ing the cramped financial situation of 
the provincial authorities. Some day 
it is possible that there will be rea¬ 
sonable demand for some such sys¬ 
tem. It is something to look forward 
to. We may thank Dr. Stanley for 
giving us the idea, which we shall 
hold in our heads until such time as

GENERAL NEWS 

There is a three million foot flow 
of gas from the Barnwell gas well 
which may be utilized by the Canada 
Western Company. 

A local doctor extracted a rather 
large beetle from the ear of a Cowley 
fanner on Monday morning last. The 
creature was evidently looking for 
winter lodgings. 

Although the Alberta wheat crop 
will be much larger than was anti¬ 
cipated sometime ago, officials of the 
C.P.R. state they have ample cars 
available to handle the crop. 

Manitoba and Alberta butter won 
the first and second places at the 
National exhibition in Toronto, proof 
that the wrest can produce dairy pro¬ 
ducts as well as No. 1 hard. j 

Greece now owes Canada more than 
seven and a half million dollars and 
it Is feared that owing to the defeat 
of the Greeks at the hands of the 
Turks it has put that country in bad 
shape financially. 

It will be seen that the names of the 
five men arrested recently for be ng 
implicated in the wrecking of a train 
in Illinois, not one of them is an 
Anglo-Saxon. In Canada also the 
same applies in cases of vicious 
crimes. 

The government offers Dominion 
bonds in exchange for Victory bonds. 
Those who wish to invest in guar¬ 
anteed gilt-edged securities cannot do 
better than accept the government’s 
offer and exchange their Victory 
"bonds for the new issue. 

W. H. Me Laws and Eugene Coste of 
Calgary who obtained extensive rights 
in the" Viking district sold their inter¬ 
ests to a New York firm for $150,000. 
It is in such cases as the above that a 
suitable tax should be applied. These 
men got the rights for a song from 
the crown Aid a 50 per cent tax would 
be only reasonable. 

A very important financial confer¬ 
ence was held in New York last week 
of the American Bankers’ Association. 
Over 7,000 men representing 22,000 
member banks were present and they 
discussed many financial problems 
with which Canadian are interested, 
owing to close business relations 
which exist between the two countries. 

Parties of prominent people visit¬ 
ing Alberta during September include 
the members of the Montreal Board of 
Trade, members of the British Em¬ 
pire Exposition Commission, who were 
in Calgary on September 8, and will 
be in Edmonton later, also passenger 
agents of railways in Canada and the 
U.S. who are meeting in Calgary and 
Banff in convention, numbering be¬ 
tween 300 and 400. 

Kingston penitentiary had a new 
wing added two years ago and cells in 
'the old building for one inmate were 
"divided to hold two. Yet so over¬ 
crowded did it become that the gov¬ 
ernment was obliged to ship a train¬ 
load to the Saskatchewan penitentiary. 
A prison on wheels, consisting of five 
cars containing 76 prisoners, their 
guards, cooks, etc., passed over the 
Canadian National Railway, the car 
doors and windows barred as "a prison. 
In five years the number of convicts 
has more than doubled. Now how do 
you account for that? 


GENERAL NEWS 

The Camrose Canadian says one 
farmer in that district sold $590 worth 
of wool this year. 

The Red Deer Advocate says that 
some farmers in that district are ad¬ 
ding to their herds, as they^beTTeve 
that beef will come back again some 
of these days. 

The Prairie Grain Elevator at We- 
taskiwin will be closed this season 
owing to the small crop. This is the 
first year that district has suffered 
from drought. 

Asphaltum tar has been shipped 
from McMurray district to Edmonton 
and a test made of same in road¬ 
making. It is proving very satisfac¬ 
tory in that respect. 

Coal operators have announced that 
the price of anthracite coal should not 
rise. It is to be hoped that this mes¬ 
sage reaches the intermediaries be¬ 
tween the citizens and the operators. 

Two teachers from London, Eng., 
have taken their places on the staff of 
the Lethbridge schools, in place of 
two Lethbridge teachers who have 
gone to England under the teacher ex¬ 
change plan. 

- While drilling for water near 
Vauxhall a flow of gas was struck at 
a depth of 840 feet. There is a pres¬ 
sure of 300 feet per square inch 
which will supply the vicinity with 
gas for domestic purposes. 

Andrew Dollar, the High River 
horseman shipped some of his valu¬ 
able pure bred show horses through 
from here to the coast where he will 
exhibit them at the coming exhibition 
at New Westminster. 

It is curious, but true, that in civic 
administration the man who converts 
a wilderness into a garden suffers an 
increase of taxation for his pains, but 
when he converts a garden into a 
wilderness, his taxes are lowered. 

Sam Beddinger of Ponoka district 
while drilling for water struck a good 
flow of gas at 150 feet. He continued 
drilling and was lucky in striking 
water at a depth of 315 feet, thus he 
has both gas and water from the same 
hole, the gas being used for heating 
and lighting and water for drinking 
purposes. 

The Foremost bank robbery is still 
a mystery and the perpetrators can¬ 
not be located. Another bank in 
Montana was looted of about $3,000 
cash and $2,500 in bonds, a few days 
after the Foremost affair, under simi¬ 
lar circumstances and it would appear 
the same men were on the Montana 
job. 

The departmental examination 
markers are well paid—$12 per day; 
in fact, very well paid, and are allow¬ 
ed to mark only ten papers a day, re¬ 
marks the editor of the Petrolia Topic 
who was a teacher himself in the 
early days. That beat# the union 
bricklayers. We remmeber when we 
spent five or six summers’ holidays 
(one part of the teaching term) at 
that sort of work. We were paid 
from $4 to $6 a day, according to the 
money available, and the ftme we 
spent at.it. We would mark as many 
papers as we could, say from 30 to 50 
and we sometimes worked seven, 
eight or nine hours if our section got 
behind. 


SOLD AT AUCTION 

The first sale of estray animals un¬ 
der a Dominion order-in-council pas¬ 
sed in January, making the Blackfeet 
Indian reserve into a pound area, took 
place September 9 at Gleichen. 
Twelve head of cattle -were sold by 
auction, the total amount realized be¬ 
ing $245.50. Christ Bartsch, of Glei¬ 
chen, purchased most of these cattle, 
buying 10 head at an average of 
$20.65 each. On September 21 the 
first sale of estray horses under this 
order-in-council will be held at the 
south camp of the reserve. There are 
60 head of horses to be disposed of at 
a later date.
